RABIN: 
Decision if 
security 
threatened

HAIFA. — Prime Minister Rabin 
said here yesterday that Israel 
would decide whether to react to 
Syria's intervention in Lebanon if 

its security were endangered. 

This would depend on a combina- 
tion of factors: for what reason the 
Syran army entcred Lebanon, the 
size of the forces involved, their 
aim, and how long they intended to 
stay. Meanwhile, they were clash- 
ing with and killing terrorists, 

Answering questions by Technion 
students, the Premicr said that he 
saw no reason for stopping the 
Syrian army suppressing Yasser 
Arafat's terrorists. He noted that 
Arafat appeared concerned lest a 
new “Black September" was facing 
him in Lebanon. The Syrian army 
had apparently marched in reply to 
two appeals sent a couple of days 
ago from Christians in the north 
and east, who had been under siege 
by the terrorists and leftists. The 
gsiege appeared to have been lifted. 

The Syrians also had earlier sent 
small commando forces into Leb- 
anon, and according to reports from . 
Tripoli they had in that city killed 
more terrorists in a few days than 
had been killed in Israel during 
the past two and a half years, 
Rabin pointed out. 

He also found it “interesting” 
that the Syrian army had crossed 
the border a day before Soviet Pre- 
mier Kosygin arrived in Damascus, 
dt was not a pill for Mr. Kosygin 
to swallow “especially as it came 
immediately after his joint state- 
ment with the Iraqis againat Syrian 
he declared.

EILAT, — The Israel Navy here 
yesterday released a Singapore 
freighter which had crossed over 
from the Akaba side on Tuesday 
night when a seaman forced the 
captain at Imifepoint to change 
course.

UN spurns Jerusalem

every Saturday with its Orthodox 
neighbourhoods closed to traffic. 


The anticipated Israel-PLO con- 
frontation at the conference has 
been a subject of considerable in- 
terest in the press and among the 
public here. It provides a com- 
prehensible focus in af amorphous 
sea of subjects ranging from wealth 
sharing and nuclear energy to 
claims by Canadian Indians who 
want some of their land back. One 
newspaper led off its story about 
housing facilities for conference 
delegates by noting that the Israel 
and PLO delegations were in hotels 
“only” a mile apart Another news- 
Paper reported Incorrectly — 
that Israel’s delegation was the 
fourth largest, indicating its pre- 
Paration “for a major battle on 
its own settlement policies.” 


The 13-man Israel delegation does 
outnumber the Russian delegation 
by one but is itself outnumbered 
by about 20 other countries. The 
largest delegation of all Is Mexico's 
whose 132 delegates are headed by 
President Luis Echeverria Alvarez, 
continuing his campaign to be elect- 
ed Waldheim’s heir at the UN, a 
campaign which brought him to the 
Middie East last year. He is the 
only foreign head of state to appear 
at the conference. 

The PLO fired its opening gun at 
the conference on Tuesday when 
one of its repreSentatives told a 
ccmmittee meeting that his people 
were “suffering. under brutal Zion- 
ist occupation.” The Israel delega- 
tion responded yestérday with a 
declaration that it had come to the 
cenference to discuss the issue of 
human settlement and not for 
political reasons. 


Σ Prof. Arye Shachar of the Hebrew 

University yesterday outlined the 
Tsrael experience in national settle- 
ment policy and offered it as an 
example which might be useful to 
developing nations whose, rural 
populations are streaming to the 
cities and creating ever-expandin: 
uiban slums. In addition to a com- 
Prehensive new town policy. Shachar 
said, Israel had stabilized its rural 
Population through a programme of 
rural development. 


Shachar’s talk, the first by an 
Israeli, stood out by its positiveness. 
Amidst a welter of speeches indi- 
cating despair over human condi- 
tion. or offering vague hopes for its 
improvement, he demonstrated that 
seemingly insoluble problems could 
be solved by sound planning and 
political will. :

Internal Re- 
venue Commissioner Moshe Neu- 
dorfer has reportedly said that re- 
venues this year will be IL2,000m.

Initially, the ‘Treasury estimated 
that per caplta consumption would 
be 3 per cent lower this year as 
cempared to 1975.

Also the tax authorities 
estimate that they will collect more 
taxes from the self-employed, espe- 
cially through higher “at source” 
deductions. 

The cut will have an impact on 
all government ministries, particu- 
larly the two largest, Defence and 
Housing. The Treasury wants to 
¢ut about IL770m. from the Defence 
budget and about IL500m. from 
Housing. Both ministries are natu- 
rally opposed, claiming that it would 
dangerously reduce their activities. 

Treasury sources argued yaster- 
day that a cut in housing is justified 
because of the many empty apart- 
ments throughout the country and 


because there has been a revival in 
the private building sector to com- 
Pensate for the decline in public 
housing. 

As for Defence, the sources 
stressed, if was agreed fast April 
that if prices imerease by more 
than 25 per cent the Defence Min- 
istry would. reduce Its activities — 
as is demanded now. At the time, 
the Defence Ministry recelved the 
full compensation for the 25 per 
cent price hike in advance. Other 
Ministries, on the other hand, are 
compensated only after the prices 
have actually gone up.

THE SHAH OF IRAN declined to 
see Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef during his nine-day tour of 
the country so as not to offend Saudi 
Arabian King Khaled who was vi- 
siting Iran at the same time. 

The Chief Rabbi, whose recep- 
tion by the Shah had been arranged 
by a Jewish member of the Majlis 
(Iranian Parliament), told The Je- 
rusalem Post last night after his 
return that he was “not offended” 
by the snub. "I went to see the 
Jews, not the Shah,” he said. 

Rabbi Yosef noted that he had 
been given a “warm and very en- 
thusiastic reception” by the Jews 
of Teheran and Shiraz, and that they 
demonstrated deep love of the Tora. 
He added that after visiting the 
community’s Jewish facilities, he 
succeeded in persuading them to 
build a new ritual bath and kasher 
restaurant and to make their hospi- 
tal kasher. 

Thousands flocked to synagogues 


(there are some 100,000 Iranian ᾿ 


Jews), where he lectured three times 
a night, He urged them to con- 


tribute money to Israel — “a task ἡ. 
that they, many of them wealthy, ~~ 


have not fully taken upon them- 


selves.” His appeal for immigration ἢ 


to Israel did not arouse a great 


response, he conceded, but he hope¢ -

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Major blow to U.K. gov't economic strategy 


LONDON. — Britain's pound sterl- 
ing took a record plunge yesterday, 
threatening to wreck the govern- 
ment's economic ‘strategy and per- 
haps even to bring down the govern- 
ment itself. 

The pound phunmeited more than 
3.5 U.S. cents to an all-time low of 
$1.7160. Tt had closed at $L.7543 
on Tuesday night. 

Dealers said the dive was one of 

the steepest ever in a single day’s 
trading. Normally, the pound's rate 
changes by only a fraction of a cent 
Δ any one day. 
-JAt its low, the pound had lost 
some 15 per cent of its value since 
January 1, when it stood at $2.02, 
and nearly 30 per cent of its value 
since April 1975 when it stood at 
$2.40. 

| Financial sources have blamed the 
year-long decline largely οὐ Brit- 
ain's Inflation, the highest in the 
industrialized world. The British 
have brought their inflation down 
ever the past year from 26 per 
cent to 18.9 per cent. But the 
major nations competing against 
Britain for world markets — the 
U.8S., Japan, France and West Ger- 
many —- all have inflation rates of 
less than 10 per cent. 

Dealers said yesterday’s drop was 
triggered by orders from Switzer- 
land to sell pounds sterling and con. 
vert to Swiss francs. Seilers were 
not named, but Arab oil producers 
are among the large clients who 
deal through Swiss banks.

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A dramatic reminder of 
life in ancient Judea 


YOU DON'T have to travel to 


Galilee to see a magnificent fifth- 
century synagogue. South of Hebron 
on a hill about three kilometres from 
a-Samua (Biblical Eshtemoz; 
Joshua 21:14; 15:50; I Samuel 
30:28), stands the columned en- 
tryway, the walls and benches. the 
upper gallery, and the splendid 
mosaics of the synagogue of Hirbet 
Susiya. At 775 metres above sea 
level, it today overtooks bare, 
sparsely cultivated fields and a few 
extremely poor Arab families Hving 
in and around caves and ancient 
elsterns. But once stretching before 
the steps of the synagogue were the 
homes, vineyards and olive trees of 2 
substantial Jewish community. The 
Jews of this community built and 
worshipped in the synagogue and 
cultivated the sofl for almost 500 
years. 

From the columned entryway we 
ean see below, on the lower slopes of 
the hill, the stone piles which are the. 
remnants of homes. Even the an- 
cient lanes of the village are there, 
still pathways today, as well as the 
low terrace walls across the shallow 
‘wadi designed to trap the insufficient 
winter rains before they ran useless- 
ly off the fields. 

But these remains are merely 
Scrapa of what was. It is the syn- 
agogue, discovered in 1935-6 by A. 
Reifenberg and Ludwig Mayer and 
excavated in the early 2970s by 
Shmarya Gutman, Ze'ev Yeivin and 
Ehud Netzer, which is the dramatic 
reminder of the Jewish life that once 
was here. No need for an 
archaeologist to explain vague bits 
and pleces before the imagination 
can work. The main features and 
many of the fine details are as they 
were about 1,100 years ago when the 
synagogue, for some yet unknown 
reason, was abandoned. 

The plan of the synagogue is in the 
form of the rather rare broadhouse 
type, also to be seen in the syn- 
agogue in nearby Eshtemoa. The en- 
trance of a broadhouse 18 on the 
narrow end of the rectangle while 
the niche which contained the Holy 
Ark and the direction of prayer 
toward Jerusalem are on the long 
side. 

Enter from the east through the

large forecourt (16 metres broad by 
12 metres deep). Pillared arcades 
once bordered the north. south and 
east sides of the forecourt. In the 
southern arcade, perfectly preserv- 
ed, is the first of four mosaic inscrip- 
tions thanking donors for their gifts 
to the synagogue. This one, In 
Hebrew, praises Rabbi Iasi the 
Cohen “who has donated this mosaic 
and plastered and white-washed its 
(the synagogue’s) wail as he promis- 
ed at the banquet of his son Rabbi 


“Yohanan the Cohen (Priest), the 


scribe. Peace upon Israel." 

From the forecourt climb the 
broad steps and pass through a 
columned entry into a narrow 
vestibuie along the eastern end of the 
main room. On this floor two 
Aramaic mosaic inscriptions were 
discovered. The fourth mosaic, in 
Hebrew, on the threshold inside the 
main hall, is the most fascinating of 
all in that it includes a date for the 
placing of the tablet which can be 
read as “four thousand... since the 


.”" It is tan- 
talizing that the exact year — 
sometime from 240 C.E. on — canno 
longer be seen. 


ONCE INSIDE the main room of the 
Synagogue we are able to know im- 
mediately where the congregants sat 
and in which direction they prayed. 
The stone benches along the south 
wall are an Invitation to sit and slow- 
ly discover the details of this room — 
some clear, some subtle. 

Opposite is the bima (prayer or 
Tora-reading desk), pieces of its 
‘white marble facing still attached. It 
is clear that the bima was once 
smaller because the curve of the 
‘base overlaps an earlier mosaic. In 
fact, the archaeologists who ex- 
cavated Susiya believe that the bima 
underwent at least three major 
renovations, In an early phase it was 
decorated with plain and or- 
namented marble slabs, whereas in 
the last alteration a splendid marble 


lattice chancel sereen with posts 
stood hefore it. 

The entire 11-metre-long fioor of 
the main room Is covered with a: 
tnosaic in three sections — cach one 
different. The panel on the far jef:, |

Don’t leave Susiya too quickly. 
There isa gallery upstairs to visit for 
another perspective on the mosaics 
below. And, easy to overlook, de on| 


is the ancient community outside on 
the hill, crumbled and stil} unex-! 
plored by archaeologists, but worth! 
a walk to remind us that this im-{ 
pressive synagogue on the hill serv-| 
ed the people around it. 

Until quite recently it was thought 
that after 136 C.E., when the Romans 
erushed the Bar-Kochba Revolt. the 
Jewish population, tragically redue- 
ed by half, moved north to Galilee to 
resume life away from Jerusalem. 
The synagogue at Hirbet Susiya is 
part of mounting evidence — 
Shmarya Gutman counts about 70 
Jewish sites in the region — that 
Jews also turned toward the 
southern Hebron Hills where they 
were able by intensive cultivation of 
the land to live in large numbers for 
many centuries. Directions for 
reaching Hirbet Susiya: From the 
Jerusalem-Hebron road take the 
right fork to Beersheba hefore enter- 
ing Hebron. Continue for about 8km. 
until you can turn left to Yatta 
(Biblical Yutta; Joshua 15:55, 
21:161. From Yatta continue about 
4kms. south towards a-Samua until 
you reach a left turn on toa dirt field 
road. When this road divides after 
about 2 kms. take the right fork and 
continue until the road ends on the 
hilltop of the synagogue.

IN ADDITION to the set of 
-three stamps honoring the 
Montreal Olympic Games, two other 
stamps will be released by the 
Philatelic Services this month. The 
first is a IL1.50 stamp to publicize 
the growing Israel camping move- 
ment and to mark the 37th Inter- 
national Rally being sponsored by 
the International Federation of Cam- 
ping and Caravaring which will be 
held in Ashkelon. ‘The stamp, which 
.was designed by M. Felheim, sym- 


bolically portrays a variety of — 


coloured tents in front of green trees 
and carries the title “Camping” in 
Hebrew and English. The tab at- 
tached to the_stamp shows 8 similar 
representation and carries the 
slogan ‘Israel Camping Union" in 
Hebrew and English. 

The camping movement in this 
country began in 1964 with the open- 
ing of the first camping site at Abziv. 
and the holding of the International 


Congress of Camping at the Exhibi- ° 


tion Grounds in Tel Aviv. The late 
start of camping and its relatively 
slow development in Israel can be at- 
tributed to a number of factors. 
Firstly, camping equipment is very 
expensive. This is because the equip- 
ment must be imported and is thus 
subjected to high taxes and duties. 
Secondly, the political situation has

tended to retard the growth of the 
movement. During their annua} 
military call-up, most men have 
their taste for camping satisfied.

THE ECONOMIC situation seems to

THE TROUBLE IS, as in so many 
cases, that there is something to be 
said on both sides. Running concerts 
is no profitable undertaking: at best, 
one can expect to balance the two 
sides of the ledger. Halls have a 
limited capacity, and in any case 
there is a limited audience for 
chamber music, which restricts the 
financial possibilities, Raising fees 
means raising the price of tickets, 
which means keeping more and 
more underprivileged people from 
going to these concerts, and making 
these cultural events available only 
to higher-income people (who are 
not necessarily all lovers of chamber 
music). 

To ask the ensembles to appear for 


less money seems a shocking 
proposition, yet this is the only thing 
to do-if we Intend to keep up our live- 
ly music activities and maintain our 
claim to havea mission to bring art 
ta the peaple. | 

There {gs a factor which might be 
used to strengthen this appeal: prac- 
tically all the rausiciana involved in 
these groups have a steady income 
{and a not insignificant one) 85 
orchestra members, or teachers, or 
both. Nearly everyone, therefore, 
could approack his ensemble playing 
a3 an agreeable pastime for his own 
and other people's pleasure, 85 com- 
pensation for the daily drudgery of 
Tess elevating professiona} tasks.

€ has filled 
out somewhat since the “lean yeara” 
of Atahualpa, his short cropped 
brown hair is flecked with grey. Off- 
stage he is an imposing personality, 
but far milder in his manner than I 
would ever have imagined from his 
stage image. His voice has an un- 
usual, slightly hoarse and throaty 
quality. 


- We met at his Tef Aviv hotel one 
morning last week. He was tired, 
“The role of Othello is a killer 
physicality. When we first started on 
tour in England J felt literally beaten 
and sore by the end of each perfor- 
mance. Now I'm getting used to 11." 


_ The previous day, the company had 


given two non-stop performances at 
Habima, one at 6 p.m., immediately 
followed by a second at 9.45 (as they 
did this week in Jerusalem). “When 
I first saw the schedule, I was very 
happy. There's nothing worse than 
giving a matinee of Othello, then ait- 
ting around backstage waiting for 
the evening show, simply because 
t's not worth the bother of removing 
all the face and body make up for a 
couple of hours and then putting it all 
back on again. Bnt two perfor- 
mances straight off proved ex- 
hausting... Olivier. never played 
Othello more than twice in any one 
week. We've been performing eight 
timesa week for the past six weeks.” 

Robert Stephens’ mention of 
Olivier’s tradition-breaking por- 
trayal of Othello provided just the 


opening I had been waiting for.’ 


“Larry gave a brilliant exercise in 
acting. According to his own concept 
οἵ Othello as a West African, it was 
perfection. But I could not agree 
with the basic concept. By playing 
the part virtually as a black sambo, I 
feit he lost the necessary dignity of 
Othello: a man I see as having. a 
natural nobility, who works through 
his instincts and his emotions, and 
the moment he uses his intellect, 
finds himself In trouble. 

“I wanted to make Othello a com- 
plete alien to the sophisticated and 
elvilised manners of Venice. I did not 
want to classify Othello as specifical- 
ly belonging to any particular 
nationality. All my reading and con- 
sultations failed to come up with a 


clear definition of exactly what a 


Moor should be. 


“Someone suggested I should play 
him in relation to Desdemona, 
rather Hke the Arabs you see walk- 
ing in Kensington relate to their 
womenfolk... who always follow 
behind them.

ROBERT STEPHENS was with the 
National Theatre for seven years, 
left them five years ago and has been 
working on free lance contracts 
since. His connection with the New 
Shakespeare Company is tem- 
porary. He himself wag one of the 
prime enthusiasts for a production of 
Othello, a role he had long wanted to 
pley and, being a very costly produc- 
tion, one for which the opportunities 
are few and far between. When the 
New Shakespeare Company agreed 
to go ahead, he signed up with them 
for a second seasonal contract. 

Discussing the past, and hia years 
with the National Theatre in Its hey- 
day under the directorship of Sir 
Laurence Olivier, one gets the dis- 
tinct impression that for him, and 
probably most of the other actors 
connected with the National at that 
time, thoze were the unrepeatable 
“good old days."" They were the days 
when he was married to and often 
starred with Maggie Smith (they are 
now divorced). 

He joined the National in 1963 "δὲ 
the start of the new Olivier era ... 

“It was an exciting time. The 
new administration, Olivier, William 
Gaskell, John Dexter and Ken Tynan 
each brought in the actors they liked 
working with best. People like Colin 
Blakely, Frank Finlay, Maggie 
Smith, Robert Lang, John Stride. 
Vanessa and Lynn Redgrave and 
later Albert Finney. We were an ex- 
traordinary cross section, a fusion of 
personalities who all got on well, 
working as a real team. There were 
unrepeatable productions with 
marvellous sctora playing even the 
tiny parts, not minding. Finney once 
said how great it was to play a small 
part and not to fee] the weight of 
responsibility. Today the National 
has changed — the people, the ad- 
ministration, the way of working. 
Most actors are now employed on a 
perproduction contract. The ideal 
way of working is as part of a perma- 
nent company, a phenomenon which 
now only exists in two Communist 
countries, whose governments are

prepared to support their theatre in 
@ way no Western country can. The 
two most extraordinary theatres in 
existence today are the Berlin 
Ensemble and the Moscow Arts. 
‘Their training is perfection.” 

Robert Stephens considers hfs 
major success with the National 
Theatre as his role in “The Beaux 
Stratagem.*’ Another was 
“Trelaumney of the Wells, which won 
him the Variety Club of Great 
Britain's Best Actor Award. He 
starred with Maggie Smith in Hay 
Fever and Private Lives. 

Back on the subject of Royal Hunt 
of the Sun, he feels that this was 
technically one of his most difficult 
roles. ‘‘The play is ike a conjuring 
trick. If you read it through, ἐξ just 
doesn't hold water. I hadno idea how 
to tackle the part of Atahualpa untill 
saw the spectacular, tremendously 
overpowering costumes. I felt that if 
I didn’t give a performance to 
dominate the enormity of the effect 
of the costumes, I would be lost. I 
worked with a gymnast for weeks, 
wanted to change the shape of my 
body, to be lean, narrow hipped and 
broad shouldered. I invented a 
special way of speaking for the part: 
based on & description by a Spanish 
monk in Peru at the time, I hit con- 
sonants very hard, sighed over cer- 
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tropical bird calls and the 
howls of wild dogs. Later. someone 
Jent me a record of songs of Bolivian 
Indians: the similarity was extreor- 


In another Peter Shaffer play, ᾿ 


Biack Comedy, in which Stephens 
took over Albert Finney‘s role, he 
had to make a physical transforma- 
tion οὗ. ἃ very different nature. To 
make himself appear short and fat 
was almost harder. “I decided that 
padding was the answer, had a 
special padded body suit made. The 
director told me I was mad and later 
I realised why. Black Comedy is 

in unusually intense bright 
white light, the heat was intense and 
I, in my padding, went through 
murder.!** 


SINCE he left the National — or 
rather, to his frank regret, kis con- 
tract there was not renewed after he 
tock leave of absence to play with 
another company — there have been 
films: The Prime of Miss Jean 
Brody, Taste of Honey and most 
recently Billy Wilder's Private Life 
of Sherlock Holmes. He has played 
his favourite role of Tregorran in 
The Seagull, under Jonathan 
Miller's direction, first at 
Chichester, and then as part of a tri- 
ple bill at Greenwich Theatre, which 
included Hamlet and Ghoats, under 
the collective title of *‘Family 
Romances:"' he played the leading 
“gon” role in each. The first time he 
played Tregorran in The Seagull, 
seven years previously on TV was, 
as he recalls “the only time I have 
really stuck my neck out and asked 
for & part. I love the part, find it the 
most succinct statement of what it is 
lke to be an artist. 

His most recent Stage appearance 
was on Broadway, in the title role of 
Sherlock Holmes, for seven months. 
He took over from John Neville after 
only six half-day rehearsals, due to 
what he describes as the total im- 
possibility of working within the 
framework dictated by the New 
York stage unions, 

Stephens has come a long way 
since his stage debut as a 15 year 
old boy actor in Bristol, and since his 
days at drame school in Bradford 
“run by a woman who directed the 
Qld Vic school before the war, who 
felt there was untapped talent in the 
north of England. Competition from 
London schools forced her to close 
down after a few years, but she was 
a visionary, ahcad of her time. 
Later, all the bright young talent 
was indeed to come from the North 
— Albert Finney, Tom Courtney, 
Rita Tushingham, Billie Whitelaw, 
the Beatles and loads more. There 
‘was a period when a North-country 
accent was almost obligatory!"" 

Forerunner to his current role as 
Othello was that of Iago, which he 
played with Manchester Rep in his 
early twenties. As to the future, 
there are no definite plans. Perhaps 
another film, says his manager. 
“I'm open to ideas"’ says Stephens. 
“These days, when actors like Alec 
McCowan and Paul Scofield are 
prepared to play in the provinces for 
the sake of roles like Hamlet and 
Macbeth, the important thing 
where you act, but what the offer is."”

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THE SEVENTH series of booklets 
reproducing the proceedings of the 
Study Circle on Diaspora Jewry 
which meets monthly in the home of 
the President of Israel has just heen 
published as part of the Shazar 
Library issued by the Hebrew 
University’s Institute of Contem- 
porary Jewry. The new series (in 
Hebrew) includes lectures by Prof. 
Ephraim Urbach on “‘Centre and 
Periphery in Historic Jewish 
Consciousness,"' Prof. Natan 
Rotenstreich on State and Diaspora 
in our Time" and Dr. Zvi Gitelman 
on “Patterns of Jewish Identifica- 
tion and non-Identification in Soviet 
Jewry." There is also a booklet com- 
prising some of the late President 
Shazar’s remarks made at various 
sessions of the Study Circle. A 
further booklet (also published in 
Engiish) is devoted to ἃ lecture by 
Professor Moshe Maoz of the 
Hebrew University on “The Image 
of the Jew in Official Arab 
Literature and Communications 
Media" which is summarised below. 


‘TRADITIONALLY, the Moslem at- 
titude to Jews has been ambivalent 
— the belief in Arab political 
and religious superiority was 
tempered by the concept of ethnic 
kinship and cultural affinity. In re- 
cent decades, positive elements have 
been blurred or obliterated and a 
completely negative image. com- 
pounded with additional hate- 
elements injected from Chris- 
tian sources, has been projected with 
devastating results. 

The Jewish sterectype emanating 
from the Koran and other sacred 
Islamic literature {s primarily 
negative, although there are some 
Positive attitudes, including the idea 
of “the people of the book.’ Jews 
were often depicted in the Middle 
Ages as criminals and traitors, 
plotters and distorters; and as a 
rebellious people which violated 
world order. These views are inten- 
sified in our day. Professor Mazoz 
quotes Sadat as saying in 1972 ‘The 
Jews are a nation of Hars and 
traitors, plotters, a people born for

deeds of treachery." King Faisal of 
Saudi Arabla proclaimed the Jews 
as ἃ people cursed by the prophets, a 
statement repeated in Jordanian and 
Egyptian textbooks. 

Another central anti-Jewish motif, 
developed aut of a verse in the 
Koran, depicts the Jews as great 
enemies of the Moslems. In modern 
Arab literature there is a 
demonological stereotype of the Jew 
8.8 the enemy of mankind, compared 
to the devil. An Egyptian textbook 
prepared for teachers’ seminaries 
accuses the Jews of having tried to 
ἘΠῚ Mohammed and calls them "the 

.monsters of mankind, a uation of 
beasts lacking the good qualities 
which are characteristic of 
humanity.”’ A recent review in the 
Egyptian newspaper “‘Al-Akhbar"' of 
a book called “The Jews and the 
Koran,”’ published by the Academy 
of Koranic Studies said “The book 
presents chapters from the history of 
our enemy who seeks to ensnare our 
monotheistic religion by means of 
conflict, plotting and destruction, for 
it nurtures in its heart hatred for all 
mankind and for all that is inherent- 
ly good in maz." 

The motif of the danger inherent in 
Judaism or Zionism leads to the con- 
clusion that the Arabs are com- 
manded by Islam to destroy this 
terrible enemy. In 1955 Sadat 
declared: “Our war against the 
Jews is an old battle which 
Mohammed began and it is our duty 
to finish it.” 


ONE OF THE tragedies of modern 
Arab anti-Semitism is the 


appearance of those aspects which 
had previously been peculiar to 
Christian anti-Semitism and had not 
contaminated Arab attitudes. Chris- 
Han anti-Semitic influences become 
especially obvious from the 19th cen- 
tury, partly under the influence of 
Christian Araba who were among the 
initiators of the Arab cultura! 
renaissance. It is noteworthy that 
the dominant note In 19th century 
Areb literature in Egypt and Syria 
was clearly anti-Jewish — even 
before the arrival of Zionism. 
Among the libels taken over from 
Christian sources is that of would-be 
Jewish domination through a world 
conspiracy and the blood accusation. 
The former is expressed most biunt- 


- ly in the “Protocols of the Elders of 


Zion" which was translated into 
Arabic in the 1920s and hes remained 
a staple of Arab propaganda. It has 
been quoted by Nasser, Sadat, and 
the former Iraqi president Aref 
while it was described as one of the 
favourite books of King Feisal. From 
Egyptian sources it was widely dis- 
seminated throughout Black Africa. 

The Blood Libel first came into an 
Arab context at the time of the 1840 
Damascus Affair but is still found, 
for example, in Egyptian literature 
and communications media. Ab- 
dullah al-Tal in his 1964 book ‘The 
Danger of World Judaism for 
Christianity and Islam" (published 
in Cairo) claimed that thousands of 
children and adults disappear each 
year to satisfy Jewish religious 
rituals! 

The ideology of official Arab 
Judeophobla today is drawn from 
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medieval Christian and modern 
Nazi anu-Semitism bolstered with 
the anti-Zionist ‘dees of the radical 
left. These have been integrated in 
and adjusted ‘o Arab Ideology, 
allegediy rooted in Islaznic tradition 
and culture. Unlike Christian anti- 
Semitism, ft ἐπ essentially a contem- 
porary phenomenon. Moreover. un- 
like its Christian counterpart which 
to a large extent spread from below 
(from the masses), it has been con- 
sclously promulgated and imposed 
from above by the elite and with the 
object of influencing the Maslem and 
Arab peoples (who ἃ priori were 
largely free from the deep pre- 
judices of the Christian world). 
Fustoricaliy, the Moslems long Iden- 
tifled the Christian worki as their 
main enemy but over the past cen- 
tury the focus has turned to the 
Jews, The switch was stimulated toa 
great extent by Christian Arabs 
while further anti-Semitic dimen- 
sions were added by Feacist and 
Nazi ideoiogtes in the 1930s and 
1940s. The negative stere was 
further enhanced by the use of anti- 
Jewish references in the Koran. 
often pulled out of context and dis- 
torted, : 
Tragically, today the great ma- 
jority of the Arab masses, after 
decades of indoctrination, accepts 
the new anti-Jewish ideology un- 
questioningly. The seeds of this 


ideology have of course sprouted in 


fertile ground as a result of the two- | 


generation-long cormflict with Israel. 
It is ruthlessly disseminated by Arab 
regimes through radio and TV. 
through books and newspapers, and 
especially through the national 
education systems which are bring- 
ing up the Arab youth to hate Israel 


— and the Jews. All this is reflected ' 
in popular culture — poetry, prose . 


and art. 

Professor Maoz concludes by poin- 
ting to the absolutely negative 
stereotype of the Jew which is now 


prevalent and which not only inten- ‘ 


sifies the Arab-Igrael conflict but has ' 
also turned the Arab states into new . 
and active centres for an inter- ' 


national anti-Semitic revival.

The perils of neglecting community work. 


GOOD community work In the 
Hatikvah Quarter could have 
prevented the recent violence there, 
and the absence of community 
workers may mean that the recent 
outburst was only a first step, with 
worse to come. 

Community workers and their 
chiefs who met recently at Bar Ilan 
University to discuss the problems of 
the profession, and to explore the 
possibility of establishing a Com- 
munity Work Association, did not 
have Hatikvah Quarter on their 
agenda.

Marriage counselling for Jerusalem : 


JERUSALEM COUPLES who have 
8. communication problem that 
blocks their road to marital bliss can 
now turn to the Municipality's 
marriage counselling centre and 
talk it out. 

The new service, established on an 
ability-to-pay basis (charge per ses- 
sion ranges from IL10 to 11,50), is 
aimed at helping the middle class — 
8. group that generally doesn't get 
marriage counselling. Lower 
economic groups with marriage 
Problems generally get attention 
from social workers, while the 
wealthy know where to turn and can 
afford to pay, explains Lenny Sklar, 
the director of the centre. 

Mimicipal employees on the fifth 
floor of 212 Jaffa Road — who work 
in offices neighbouring the centre — 
are accustomed to hearing some 
loud Voices. ‘There are tears and 
arguments; it’s fraying on the 
nerves," says Sydeli Rotstein, who, 
like Mr. Sklar, is a veteran social 
worker from the U.S. But both agree 
that the work is satisfying, and that a 
few sessions are often enough to dis- 
solve the cause of the ent. The 
couples are referred to the centre by 
rabbinical courts, social service 
agencies and by word-of-mouth. 

Mrs. Rotstein notes that the main

Wait and watch Syria 


DAVAR (Histadrut) says ‘‘Isreel 
has good reason to wait and observe 
the course of developments in 
Lebanon before altering her present 
line. The penetration of Syrian 
troops into Lebanon creates no im- 
mediate security risk for Israel even 
though it might entail such a risk in 
the long run. It might lead to a rapid 
widening of the split between the 
Soviet Union and Syria or an all-out 
clash hetween the Syrian Army and 
the terrorist forces. 

“So far the Syrians have been 

careful to avoid crossing the red line 
determined by Israel] — which is 
generally taken to mean entry of 
Syrian forces into southern 
Lebanon."" 
BATZOFEH (National Religious) 
takes a different view: ‘The large- 
scale penetration of Syrian forces 
into Lebanon alters the status quo in 
the region and constitutes a signifi- 
eant and fundamental change. The 
Israel Government should re- 
examine its policy in the light of this 
change, lest the Syrians interpret its 
silence as a sign of weakness or ac- 
quiescence in a Syrian take-over of 
Lebanon.
